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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on 05 November 2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Applicants' "Reply to Office Action" filed on 05 November 2007 has appropriately 
responded to the RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT by electing GROUP I, claims 1-19, 
49 and 56, claims 20-36 and 57, and claims 54 and 55, drawn to the combination of a 
block and insulating element. However, Applicants have not responded correctly to the 
ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT made on pages 3-6. The examiner has 
listed THREE GROUPS OF SPECIES and Applicants must elect a single species from 
EACH of the THREE GROUPS OF SPECIES. 

Therefore, in order to be responsive, Applicants must elect: 

(1) one of SPECIES I (i.e., Fig. 1), SPECIES II (i.e., Fig. 6), SPECIES III (i.e., 
Fig. 7), or SPECIES IV (i.e., Fig. 13) from the FIRST GROUP OF SPECIES; 

AND 

(2) one of SPECIES I (i.e., molding matrix around insulating element as 
exemplified by claims 43 and 54) or SPECIES II (i.e., molding insert with block as 
exemplified by claim 50) from the SECOND GROUP OF SPECIES; 

AND 

(3) one of SPECIES I (i.e., polystyrene), SPECIES II (i.e., foaming polyurethane), 
SPECIES III (i.e., foamed rubber), SPECIES IV (i.e., foamed concrete), SPECIES V 
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(i.e., vermiculite glued so as to make a board), SPECIES VI (i.e., fly ash glued 
together), SPECIES VII (i.e., low density mineral products), or SPECIES VIII (i.e., 
organic inserts) from the THIRD GROUP OF SPECIES; 
AND 

(4) if Applicants elect SPECIES VIII from the THIRD GROUP OF SPECIES, then 
Applicants must also elect one of SUBSPECIES I (i.e., low density sawdust glued so at 
to make a board), SUBSPECIES II (i.e., straw or other grass-like materials), or 
SUBSPECIES III (i.e., rice husks glued together into a board or matted insert); 

AND 

(5) Applicants must list all claims readable upon each elected SPECIES of the 
FIRST, SECOND, and THIRD GROUPS OF SPECIES and the elected SUBSPECIES, 
if any. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, 
applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this 
notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to 
avoid abandonment.
